There  is  a  strong  possibility  that 
the  developer.  Universal  Paragon 
Corporation,  (UPC)  will  soon  settle 
lawsuit  negotialioru  with  IngersoU 
Rand,  owner  of  SchJage  Lock,  and 
become  developer  for  the  site 

Serious  development  planning 
with  the  community  would  begin 
soon  thereafter  and  demolition 
might  start  as  soon  as  April  2008. 
How  We  Got  to  This  Point 

TTie  Visitacion  Valley  Piarming 
Alliance  ( WPA)  has  led  the  efforts 
to  get  community  planning  and 
development  at  the  Schlage  Lock 
site,  as  well  as  the  enrire  Visitacion 
Valley  region  since  its  inception  in 
Febmary  1999. 

WPA  originally  organized  in 
response  to  the  proposal  for  a 
Home  Depot  at  Schlage  Lock.  A 
large  segment  of  the  community 
and  transportation  and  piaruiing 
professionals  realized  that  a  Home 
Depot  would  be  a  disaster  for  the 
Valley  in  terms  of  traffic,  air  pollu- 
tion and  misuse  of  space  that  could 
be  better  used  for  housing,  grocery 
store,  etc.,  particularly  being  adja- 
cent to  the  future  Third  Street  Light 
Rail/Caltrain  station.  Many  more 
jobs  could  also  be  generated  with 
a  mixed-use  development  than 
with  a  Home  Depot. 

In  1999,  WPA  conducted  a  door- 
to-door  survey  of  over  400  resi- 
dents, which  showed  that  a  mixed- 
use  development  -  open  space, 
neighborho(xl  serving  retail,  hous- 
ing and  community  amenities  - 
was  the  community's  priority. 
WPA  then  asked  the  prestigious 
non-profit  planning  group.  Urban 
Ecology,  to  help  guide  a  commu- 
nity planning  process. 

During  a  series  of  planning 
workshops  sponsored  by  Supervi- 
sor Maxwell  and  the  Planrung  De- 
partment, the  community  created 
a  mixed-use  concept  plan  for 
Schlage  Lock,  Bayshore  Boulevard 
and  Leland  Avenue.  The  work- 
shops were  funded  by  a  Transpor- 
tation for  Livable  Communities 
g^-ant  from  the  Metropolitan  Tran- 
sit Commission  to  WPA,  SPUR 
(San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban 
Research)  and  the  Planning  De- 
partment. Without  thisTLC  plan- 
ning grant,  the  recently  granted 
TLC  cortetruction  grants  for  Leland 
Avenue  Streetscape  Improvements 


would  not  have  been  possible. 

In  2001,  after  much  lobbving, 
community  meetings,  outreach 
and  support  from  numerous  orga- 
nizations throughout  the  City,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  passed  In- 
terim Zoning  Controls  limiting  the 
footprint  of  any  large-scale  struc- 
ture at  Schlage  Lock.  At  that  point. 
Home  Depot  decided  to  explore 
the  Bayshore  Goodman  Lumber 
site  instead.  This  was  a  tremen- 
dous victory  for  our  neighborhood 
and  WPA. 

During  the  same  period,  WPA 
asked  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
to  look  into  making  the  Schlage 
Lock  site  and  its  environs,  Leland 
Avenue  and  Bayshore  Boulevard  a 
Redevelopment  Survey  area.  Over 
the  years,  given  that  IR  was  intran- 
sigent, WPA  kept  lobbying  that  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  intervene, 
because  of  its  Power  of  Eminent 
Domain,  tax  increment  financing 
and  the  ability  to  insure  toxic  clean 
up  on  the  site. 

There  was  no  movement  until 
2005  when  it  became  clear  that  the 
owner,  IngersoU  Rand  (IR),  wasnot 
going  to  sell  to  a  developer  unless 
they  were  guaranteed  immunity 
from  future  libgation  due  to  on-site 
toxics. 

Finally,  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  stepped  in  and  for  the  past 
year  we  have  been  engaged  in  two 
parallel  processes:  Site  planning 
with  the  S.F.  Planning  Depart- 
ment, which  included  a  series  of 
community  workshops,  and  cre- 
ating a  Redevelopment  Area  with 
the  Redevelopment  Agency,  which 
is  working  with  the  community 
and  a  Citizen's  Advisory  Commit- 
tee (CAC).  The  pincer  movement 
of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and 
UPC's  lawsuit  over  toxic  Issues  fi- 
nally convinced  IR  that  it  is  time 
to  move  on. 

Where  Things  Are  Now 

At  this  point  IR  and  UPC  have 
agreed  in  principle  to  go  forward 
with  transfer  of  the  property  to 
UPC  and  a  third  party  remediation 
group  has  ,been  identified, 
MACTEC/ELM.  However,  until  an 
insurance  company  has  agreed  to 
underwrite  the  remediation  plan, 
the  deal  cannot  be  finalized.  By  ap- 
proximately Oct.  20,  the  insurance 
company,  AIG  will  give  its  answer. 
Until  that  time,  we  are  going  for- 


ward in  the  hope  that  all  will  go 
well.  Already,  at  the  last  Redevel- 
opment CAC  meeting  on  Sept.  11, 
UPC,  IRand  a  representative  from 
MACTEC/ELM  gave  presenta- 
tions about  the  possible  timeline 

and  rx-TTieciiation  prt>cess. 

Essentially,  there  are  three 
remediation  steps  that 
MACTEC/ELM  proposes  fol- 
lowing demolition: 

1 .  Data  Gap  Investigation  -  TTiere 
exists  a  great  amount  of  data  con- 
cerning the  toxics  on  site,  but  there 
is  still  the  need  to  fill  in  the  infor- 
mahon  gaps  from  areas  that  are 
now  beneath  buildings.  There  will 
be  borings  and  pilot  studies  for  the 
best  means  of  remediation. 

2.  Prepare  a  remediation  plan, 

3.  Actual  field  remediation  rem- 
edies: which  will  include  the  fol- 
lowing, depending  on  the  tvpe  of 
contamination: 

*Removal  of  contaminated  soil 
and  then  backfill. 

*lnject  substances  into  ground  to 
breakdown  the  VOCs  (Volatile  Or- 
ganic Compounds)  in  the  ground- 
water. 

The  southwest  section  of  the 
Schlage  Lock  site  has  the  most 
groundwater  contamination  and 
will  take  longer  to  clean  up,  possi- 
bly 30  months,  the  rest  of  the  site 
could  take  about  1 8  months  before 
construction  would  be  possible. 

If  UPC  takes  over  the  site  with 
the  third  party  firm.  MACTEC/ 
ELM,  bearing  the  burden  of  toxic 
remediation,  our  responsibilities 
will  increase  tremendously. 

M  ACTEC'sbackground  includes 
brownfield  remediation  at  the  fol- 
lowing sites:  Fort  Ord,  EnCap 
Meadowlands,and  Atlantic  Station 
among  many.  You  may  find  more 
information  at  the  following 
websites:  www.mactec.com  and 
www.elmllc.com. 

Meanwhile,  there  will  be  com- 
munity site  planning  meetings 
with  Redevelopment  and  the 
Planning  Department  and  then 
actual  architectural  and  land- 
scape design,  an  EIR  (Environ- 
mental Impact  Report)  will  have 
to  be  completed,  and  decisions 
about  kinds  of  retail,  etc.  In  other 
words,  we  will  be  entering  a  com- 
plex process  unprecedented  for 
our  community  that  will  require 
our  perseverance.  Seepages

Three  establidied  environmailal 
artists  met  with  community  mem- 
bers on  Saturday  Sept.  8  at  the  Louis 
Sutter  Qubhouse  to  discuss  plans  to 
develop  public  art  in  McLaren  Park. 

The  artists  are  Mark  Brest  van 
Kempen,  Gloria  Bomstein,  and  Pe- 
ter Richards/Susan  Sch  wartzenberg, 
who  work  as  a  team.  All  of  them 
have  created  a  wide  range  of 
large-scale  artworks  for  integra- 
tion into  parks  and  other  outdoor 
urban  settings. 

Fjch  artist  uill  develop  a  concep- 
tual design  proposal  for  presentation 
to  an  independent  panel  in  Novem- 
ber. The  proposals  will  beon  display 
at  a  neighborhood  site,  where  com- 
munity members  will  be  able  to 
view  them  and  submit  feedback. 

At  the  community  meeting,  a 
wide  range  of  possibilities  were  dis- 
cussed, ranging  from  interac- 
tive sculptures  to  benches  and  in- 
terpretive signs. 

The  future  art  work  is  a  joint 
project  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
commission  and  the  San  Frandsco 
Public  utilities  Commission  and  is 
funded  in  connection  with  replace- 
ment tank  project,  the  La  Grande  Re- 
placement Water  Tank  located 


above  the  reservoir  on  the  northern 
park  boundary,  popubrly  knovm  as 
the  Blue  Tower. 

Some  architectural  er>hancements 
for  the  new  tank  were  suggested 
but  not  implemented  during  con- 
struction, and  funds  that  might 
have  been  used  in  the  building  of 
the  tower  are  now  available  for  the 
public  art  project. 

The  common  theme  running 
through  the  discussion  about  a  va- 
riety of  possible  art  installations 
was  the  park  users'  love  of  the  natu- 
ral areas  of  the  park  and  apprecia- 
tion of  the  wonderful  variety  of 
flora  and  fauna  to  be  enjoyed  there. 

The  people  attending  the  meet- 
ing urged  that  the  art  work  repre- 
sent these  most  precious  aspects  of 
McLaren  Park,  and  the  artists  re- 
sponded by  sharing  their  ap- 
proach to  creating  art  pieces  in 
which  they  strive  to  reflect  and 
enhance  the  setting  where  the 
piece  may  be  displayed.

California  Gas  Prices  on  the  Rise  Again 


The  sale,  modest  though  it  may 
have  been,  appears  to  be  over  After 
watching  their  gas  prices  fall  for  45 
consecutive  days,  California  con- 
sumers have  seen  the  downward 
troid  in  fuel  costs  reverse  course. 

According  to  a  new  report  on 
Sept.  1 1  from  AAA  of  Northern 
California,  the  statewide  average 
cost  of  a  gallon  of  regular  unleaded 
gas  was  $2.87. 

"We  reached  the  bottom  of  the 
current  cyde  of  price  adjustments 
at  the  end  of  August,"  said  Sean 
Comey  spokesperson  for  AAA  of 
Northern  California  "In  most  com- 
munities, it's  not  a  large  increase  so 
far,  but  everywhere  you  look,  the 
numbers  are  going  up." 

Prices  look  more  favorable  from 
the  consumer's  perspective  when 
you  look  back  further  in  time.  The 
statewide  average  price  is  6  cents 
per  gallon  lower  than  the  average 
cost  at  the  time  of  the  last  AAA  fuel 
price  survey  on  August  14  and  1 1 
cents  a  gallon  less  than  a  year  ago. 

Rising  costs  for  crude  oil,  the  raw 
material  from  which  gasoline  is 
made,  may  be  contributing  to 
hi^er  retail  fuel  prices.  Crude  oil 
prices  have  increased  by  more  than 


10  percent  in  the  last  month. 

Gasoline  supply  and  production 
do  not  appear  to  be  a  problem.  The 
California  Energy  Commission  re- 
ports that  the  supply  of  gasoline  in 
the  state  isgood  and  refinery  produc- 
tion is  average,  compared  to  typical 
averages  over  the  last  five  years. 

The  most  expensive  average  gas 
price  in  the  California  communities 
where  AAA  monitors  fuel  costs  was 
in  Tahoe  City  where  regular  un- 
leaded sold  for  $3. 10  per  ^loa  The 
lowest  price  among  Nor&iem  Cali- 
forriia  dties  tracked  by  AAA  is  in 
Vallejo,  where  gas  cost  an  average  of 
$2.78  per  gallon.  Throughout  North- 
em  California,  the  average  price  was 
$2.88,  a  decrease  of  8  cents  per  gallon 
since  the  last  AAA  gas  price  report 
In  the  Bay  Area,  the  average  price  was 
$3.03,  down  12  cents  from  August, 
The  statewide  average  record  high 
price  of  $3.49  was  set  on  May  9. 

'Relative  to  the  some  other  parts 
of  the  country  where  they  continue 
to  have  refinery  production  issues, 
we're  in  pretty  good  shape,"  said 
Comey  "Right  now  there  are  21 
states  with  higher  average  prices 
than  California.  You  don't  see  that 
happen  very  often."

Learning  at  the  Street  Fair 

The  second  annual  Leiand  Av- 
enue Street  Fair  provided  a  wide 
variety  of  activities  and  entertain- 
ment for  all  ages.  Most  of  my  day 
was  spent  working  at  the  used 
books  table,  meeting  and  greeting 
folks  who  were  enjoying  picking 
out  books  at  bargain  prices.  The 
Visitadon  Valley  History  Project 
earned  $340  more  for  our 
neigliborhood's  library  fund,  and 
I  had  a  good  time  talking  about  our 
group's  purpose  and  activities. 

The  musical  entertainment  pro- 
vided a  lively  atmosphere  and  kept 
me  energized,  too.  {And  thanks  to 
Marlene  Tran  who  treated  me  and 
several  others  to  a  bowl  of  tasty 
chicken  and  pasta  she  had  cooked 
up  for  booth  workers.) 

In  the  afternoon  1  look  a  break  to 
check  out  the  rest  of  the  Fair  1  en- 
joyed seeing  the  variety  of  informa- 
tion booths  and  vendors  while  in- 
haling the  aroma  of  the  barbeques 
(and  enjoyed  a  delicious  meal  of 
barbequed  chicken  at  home  in  the 
evening). 

But  what  I  want  to  share  here  is 
the  booth  that  touched  me  most 
deeply.  The  CLAER  Project  located 
at  1099  Sunnydale  has  worked  for 
several  years  in  the  Valley  to  em- 
power community  residents  in  re- 
sponding to  violence.  A  wide  vari- 
ety of  community-building  activi- 
ties and  services  to  families  who 
have  been  impacted  by  violence 
are  implemented.  I  picked  up  a 
couple  of  flyers,  and  here  is  what 
especially  touched  me  and  what  I 
want  to  share  in  this  article,  quot- 
ing from  the  flyer 

Everlasting  Arms  (aka  "The  Sew- 
ing Circle")  is  a  program  that  is  a 
part  of  the  CLAER  Project  and  was 
started  because  of  the  families  who 
were  losing  their  loved  ones  due 
to  gun  violence.  Everlasting  Arms 
is  a  group  of  seniors  from  the  the 
Visitation  Valley  community  who 
wanted  to  do  something  for  the 
families  who  were  left  behind  to 
mourn  the  death  of  their  deceased 
loved  ones.  They  decided  to  meet 
every  week  and  sew  pillow  cases 
out  of  articles  of  clotlmig  that  had 
been  worn  by  the  deceased  person 
so  that  the  family  members  could 
have  a  "love  pillow"  to  hug  tight 
when  thinking  of  the  loved  one." 

I  for  one  had  not  heard  of  this 
group  before,  and  learning  about  it 
somehow  made  this  enjoyable  day 
an  even  more  positiveexperience  for 
me.

"Yeah,  right,  ifs  not  that  easy,"  I 
protested. 

"Yes,  it  is,"  he  said.  "Li/e  is  all 
about  choices.  When  you  cut  away 
all  the  junk,  every  situation  is  a 
choice.  You  choose  how  you  react 
to  situations.  You  choose  how 
people  affect  your  mood. 

You  choose  to  be  in  a  good  mood 
or  bad  mood.

I  reflected  on  what  he  said.  Soon 
hereafter,  I  left  the  Tower  Industry 
to  start  my  own  business.  We  lost 
touch,  but  I  often  thougjit  about  him 
when  I  made  a  choice  about  life  in- 
stead of  reacting  to  it. 

Several  years  later,  I  heard  that  he 
was  involved  in  a  serious  accident, 
falling  some  60  feet  from  a  commu- 
nications tower. 

After  18  hours  of  surgery  and 
weeks  of  intensive  care,  he  was  re- 
leased from  the  hospital  with  rods 
placed  in  his  back. 

I  saw  him  about  six  months  after 
the  accident. 

When  I  asked  him  how  he  was, 
he  replied,  "If  I  were  any  better,  I'd 
be  twins. . .  Wanrw  see  my  scars?"  > 

1  declined  to  see  his  wounds,  but 
I  did  ask  him  what  had  gone 
throu^  his  mind  as  the  accident 
took  place. 

"The  first  thing  that  went  through 
my  mind  was  the  well-being  of  my 
soon-to-be  bom  daughter,"  he  re- 
plied. "Tlien,  as  I  lay  on  the  ground, 
I  remembered  that  I  had  two 
choices:  1  could  choose  to  live  or.. I 
could  choose  to  die.  I  chose  to  live." 

"Weren't  you  scared?  Did  you 
lose  consciousness?"  I  asked, 

He  continued,  "..the  paramedics 
were  great 

They  kept  telling  me  I  was  going 
to  be  fine.  But  when  they  wheeled 
me  into  the  ER  and  I  saw  the  ex- 
pressions on  the  faces  of  the  doc- 
tors and  nurses,  I  got  really  scared. 
In  their  eyes,  I  read  'he's  a  dead 
man'.  1  knew  1  needed  to  take  ac- 
tion." 

"What  did  you  do?"  I  asked, 

"Well,  there  was  a  big  burly  nurse 
shouting  questions  at  me,"  said 
John.  "She  asked  if  I  was  allergic  to 
anything.  'Yes,  I  replied.'  The  doc- 
tors and  nurses  stopped  working  as 
they  waited  for  my  reply  I  took  a 
deep  breath  and  yelled,  'Gravit/," 

Over  their  laughter,  I  told  them, 
"I  am  choosing  to  live.  Operate  on 
me  as  if  I  am  alive,  not  dead." 

He  lived,  thanks  to  the  skill  of  his 
doctors,  but  also  because  of  his 
amazing  attitude...

Grapevine  on  the  Web 
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City  Tackles  the  Climate  Challenge  by  Building  Green 
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hf  Mayor  Gavin  Neivsom 

San  Francisco  is  ramping  up  its 
efforts  Id  tackle  the  climate  crisis. 
We're  collecting  food  scraps  and 
converting  them  to  organic  com- 
post, eliminating  unnecessary 
plastic  bags  and  water  bottles,  ex- 
ploring tidal  power  under  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge,  and  commu- 
nicating the  solar  energy  potential 
of  rooftops  to  homeowners  over 
the  internet.  The  City  continues  to 
lead  the  way  in  pursuing  carbon 
reduction  strategies  that  work. 

Buildings,  in  their  construction 
and  operation,  produce  up  to  48 
percent  nation's  carbon  footprint, 
so  one  key  carbon  reduction  strat- 
egy is  to  establish  meaningful 
green  building  standards  for  alt 
construction  projects  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. We've  already  put  this  in 
place  for  municipal  buildings, 
which  must  meet  the  LEED  Silver 
standard.  LEED  is  the  nationally 
accepted  green  building  standard 
administered  by  the  U.S.  Green 
Building  Council  — it  stands  for 
"leadership  in  Energy  and  Envi- 
ronmental Design." 

Earlier  this  year  I  convened  a 
task  force  to  figure  out  how  to  take 
green  building  to  the  private  sec- 
tor. I  wanted  to  make  sure  that  the 
ideas  generated  by  the  Task  Force 
were  doable,  so  I  populated  It  with 


members  of  San  Francisco's  build- 
ing ownership,  developer,  finan- 
cial, architectural,  engineering, 
and  construction  communities, 
and  supported  it  with  staff  from 
the  City's  Environment,  Planning, 
and  Building  Departments. 

The  Task  Force  recently  issued  its 
findings,  and  recommends  an  ag- 
gressive phased  approach  for  large 
commercial  buildings  and  high- 
rise  residential  buildings,  with  an 
immediate  target  of  LEED  Certi- 
fied, increasing  to  Gold  by  2012. 

Requirements  for  smaller  resi- 
dential buildings  would  also  be 
phased  in,  using  the  GreenPoint 
Rated  system.  Developed  by  Build 
It  Green,  a  non-profit  organization 
whose  mission  Is  to  promote 
green  residential  buildings  in 
California,  GreenPoint  Rated  is 
tailored  for  single  family,  multi- 
family/mixed-use  projects,  and 
existing  homes,  and  offers  a 
trusted  label  supported  by  third- 
party  verification. 

The  Task  Force  also  recommends 
incentives  including  development 
bonuses  and  fee  reductions  that 
would  be  introduced  over  the  next 
five  years.  Incentives  would  only  be 
available  for  buildings  that  exceed 
standards,  with  the  highest  incen- 
tives for  the  projects  with  the  high- 
est environmental  performance. 


The  Task  Force  reconmiendatioas 
create  the  foundation  for  new  green 
building  legislation  that  would  re- 
sult in  the  most  comprehensive  set 
of  green  building  requirements  and 
incentives  of  any  major  dty  in  the 
United  States.  I  look  forward  to 
working  with  architects,  engineers, 
green  building  professionals,  and 
all  interested  parties  to  craft  man- 
datory green  building  standards 
that  wiW  serve  the  highest  interests 
of  San  Francisco. 

Designing,  constructing,  and  op- 
erating buildings  that  conserve  en- 
ergy and  resources,  minimize 
waste,  and  that  are  healthier  and 
more  comfortable  for  occupants 
obviously  makes  a  lot  of  sense.  But 
it's  just  one  piece  of  the  climate 
puzzle — albeit  an  important  one — 
that  we  need  to  start  addressing 
now.  Businesses,  residents,  indus- 
try, and  city  government  will  all 
need  to  chip  in  if  we  are  to  meet 
City's  overall  carbon  emissions  re- 
duction targets.  San  Francisco's 
building  community  Is  now  poised 
to  make  their  contribution  to  this 
critical  effort.

I  am  also  happy  to  announce  that 
the  end  of  the  legislative  session 
brought  a  number  of  key  victories. 


My  important  children's  health  leg- 
islatioa  Assembly  Bill  1 1 08,  squeezed 
out  of  the  Senate  with  bipartisan  sup- 
port and  is  now  awaiting  action  from 
the  Governor  The  bill  will  ban  the  use 
of  toxic  chemicals  known  as  phtha- 
lates  in  the  toys  intended  for  children 
under  the  age  of  3. 14other  countries 
and  the  European  Union  have  al- 
ready banned  the  chemical.  Thus, 
California  and  the  rest  of  the  country 
have  become  the  dumping  ground 
for  toys  that  are  banned  in  much  uf 
the  industiialized  world. 

Another  piece  of  legislation  that 
passed  on  the  last  few  days  of  legis- 
lative session  was  Assembly  BilllOl. 
I  authored  the  bill  at  the  request  of 
Mayor  Gavin  Newsom,  who 
worked  with  me  to  secure  its  pas- 
sage through  the  legislative  process. 
The  bill  will  allow  cameras  to  be 
placed  on  San  Francisco  buses  in  or- 
der to  issue  citations  for  people  who 
park  in  Murti  bus  lanes,  My  hope  is 
that  this  bill  will  save  the  city  re- 
sources, deter  drivers  from  parking 
in  these  lanes,  and  speed  up  Muni's 
performance.

TheGovemor  has  until 
October  12  to  take  action  and  1  am 
hopeful  tha  t  he  will  sign  both  of  these 
important  pieces  of  legislation.

* Whafs  the  Future  of  the  Schlage  Lock  Site?:  The  Ingersoll  Rand  (IR) 
Corporation  owns  the  brand  name  "Schlage  Lock"  and  also  the  major- 
ity of  the  site  we  know  as  Schlage  Ijock.  A  second  owner.  Universal 
Paragon  Corporation  (UPC),  also  owns  a  portion  of  this  site.  The  site 
has  soil  and  groundwater  contamination  as  a  result  of  years  of  lock 
manufarturing.  As  the  parent  of  Schlage \jxK  IR  is  responsible  for  this 
contamination  even  though  most  it  happened  years  before  they  pur- 
chased the  Schlage  Lock  brand.  UPC  has  pursued  legal  action  against 
IR  to  force  them  to  clean  up  the  site  because  contaminants  have  mi- 
grated onto  their  portion  of  the  site.  After  several  years  of  legal  pro- 
ceedings, both  parties  are  near  an  agreement  that  would  bring  in  a  third 
party  insurance/liability  company  to  ensure  that  the  site  is  cleaned  up 
and  that  all  parties  are  protected  in  perpetiaity.  When  this  agreement  is 
finalized,  UPC  will  become  the  sole  owner  of  the  site. 

In  order  to  get  the  site  ready  for  the  long  promised  nxixed  use  devel- 
opment concept  (housing  and  retail)  all  the  buildings,  except  of  the 
original  office  building  will  be  demolished.  This  also  facilitate 
rapid  and  complete  clean  up  of  the  contamination.  If  all  goes  as 
planned,  demolition  could  start  as  soon  as  late  2008!

Whether  or  not  you  have  school- 
age  children,  and  no  matter  how 
old  they  are,  back-to-school  season 
is  a  time  to  be  extra  careful  on  the

"The  start  of  the  school  season 
means  more  children  walking  and 
teens  driving  each  morning  and  af- 
ternoon," said  Sean  Comey,  spokes- 
person for  AAA  of  Northern  Cali- 
fornia. "Whether  you're  a  student, 
a  parent  or  just  driving  near  a 
school,  this  is  a  good  time  to  take  a 
moment  to  review  some  important 
safety  information.  A  modest 
amount  of  precaution  can  prevent 
a  tragedy."

"Slow  dovm  in  or  near  school  and 
residential  areas.  Stop  at  all  inter- 
sections. 

•Drive  with  headlights  on-  even 
during  the  day-  so  children  and 
other  drivers  can  see  you. 

•Watch  out  for  safety  patroUers, 
crossing  guards,  bicycles  and  play- 
grounds. 

•Scan  between  parked  cars  and 
other  objects  for  signs  that  children 
could  dart  into  the  road. 

•Practice  extra  caution  in  adverse 
weather  conditions. 

*Vay  particularattaiticin  near  schools 
during  the  morning  and  afternoon 
hours. 

•Always  stop  for  school  buses  that 
are  loading  and  unloading  students. 
7^ jbrpewnts  of diidrnj  takmg  the  bus: 
•Always  wait  for  your  diild  on  the 
same  side  of  the  street  as  the  school 
or  bus  loadin^unloading  zone. 
•Avoid  driving  to  the  bus  stop,  as  this 
adds  to  the  confusion  and  increases 
traffic  hazards  for  all  diildrea  "  Stress 
the  need  to  cooperate  with  the  bus 
driver  and  school  safety  patrol. 
S(^ety  hps  Jbr  parents  of  teen  drivers: 

"Set  very  clear  driving  rules  with 
teens.  Conader  drawing  u  p  a  paren  t- 
teCTi  driver  agreement  dearly  spell- 
ing out  curfews,  standards  of  driving 
bduvior,  prohibited  activities  and 
their  resulting  punishments  Ha  ve  the 
teen  driver  read  and  sign  it 

•Enforce  passenger  restrictions. 
State  law  prohibits  new  teen  drivers 
from  carrying  passai^rs  for  the  first 
year  they  have  a  license.  Parents 
should  limit  the  number  of  passen- 
^rs  for  as  long  as  they  determine 
neoesstuy  after  the  first  year.  Crash 
rates  increase  drastically  for  16-  and 
17-year-old  drivers  as  young  passm- 
gers  are  added  to  a  car. 

*Do  not  permit  your  teen  to  ride 
with  a  new  teen  driver  Carpooling 
with  a  schoolmate  seems  like  a  sen- 
sible way  for  teens  to  ride  to  school, 
home  and  activities,  but  it  can  pro- 
mote risky  behavior.  Research 
shows  that  it  is  more  dangerous  for 
several  teens  to  ride  in  one  car  than 
for  them  to  drive  individually  in 
multiple  vehicles. 

•Ban  the  cell  phone  -  handheld  and 
hands-free.  Teens  have  trouble 
managing  distractions,  especially 


while  driving. 

•Require  your  teen  to  wear  a  seat 
belt  every  time  he  or  she  rides  in  a 
car.  Teens  have  the  lowest  belt  use 
rate  of  any  age  group. 

"Make  your  rules  known  to  other 
adults  in  your  teen's  life.  A  parent-to- 
parent  agreement  with  the  paientsof 
your  teen  driver's  friends  or  team- 
mates can  establish  standard  rules 
among  a  group  of  te&iagers,  making 
it  easier  for  everyone.  Letting  your 
nd^bors  know  your  teen's  driving 
rules  can  give  you  extra  sets  of  eyes 
when  you're  not  around. 

Walking  to  school: 

"Take  the  most  direct  and  safest 
route.  If  a  shorter  route  is  not  safe, 
eq^lain  to  your  cJiild  why  the  longer 
way  is  better. 

"Select  the  route  with  the  fewest 
street  crossings. 

"Use  pedestrian  turuiels  or  over- 
passes to  avoid  hazardous  traffic. 

•pick  intersections  guarded  by  an 
adult  crossing  guard  or  school 
safety  patroUer. 

•Avoid  confusingand  complicated 
intersections. 

•When  available,  always  use  inter- 
sections where  diildren  are  likely  to 
cross  with  a  group  of  people, 

•Look  for  intersections  that  have  a 
signal  with  a  separate  pedestrian  in- 
tarval  or  Walk/  Don't  Walk  indicator. 

"Stick  to  rou  tes  with  sidewalks,  path- 
ways and  bike  paths, 

"Avoid  streets  where  your  child's 
view  is  blcKked  to  the  oncoming 
traffic. 

•Before  the  sdiool  year  starts,  walk 
with  your  child  along  the  route  that 
you  have  both  chosen.  Insist  that  the 
child  take  the  same  route  each  day 
Repeal  this  procedure  until  your 
child  knows  the  way,  understands 
why  this  route  is  best  and  goes  that 
way  as  a  matter  of  habit. 

"If  you  are  a  working  parent  and 
cannot  change  your  schedule  for  the 
first  iew  days  of  School,  have  a 
babysitter,  neighbor,  relative  or 
older  brother  or  sister  fill  in  for  you 
until  you  are  certain  that  your  child 
is  capable  of  getting  to  school  safely 

"In  areas  where  ^ere  are  no  side- 
walks, walk  on  the  left  side  of  the 
roadway  facing  oncoming  traffic.  If 
an  adult  is  walking  with  the  child, 
the  adult  should  walk  between  the 
child  and  the  road. 

•Cross  only  at  corners  or  at  a 
marked  crosswalk. 

•Stop  and  look  all  ways  before 
crossing.  Crosswalks  are  not  always 
safe  areas.  Children  must  be  alert. 

•Be  especially  alert  in  bad  weather. 
Visibility  is  reduced,  drivers  cannot 
stop  quickly,  and  cars  may  skid. 

•Be  visible  at  night.  If  your  child  is 
out  after  dark,  have  him  carry  a 
flashlight  and  wear  white  or  bri^t- 
colored  clothing.  It's  also  a  good 
idea  to  use  reflective  strips  on  jack- 
ets, coats,  hats  and  backpacks. 

"Watch  for  turning  cars  at  all  times, 
esfjecially  with  right-tum-on-red 
laws  in  effect.

20  unveiled  the  installation  of  more 
than  2,800  solar  panels  on  the  roof- 
top of  San  Frandsco  International 
Airport's  Terminal  3  as  part  of  a 
joint  SFO/San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  so- 
lar energy  project. 

Joining  the  Mayor  to  acknowl- 
edge this  projed  in  the  support  of 
his  goal  to  make  San  Francisco  the 
"greenest"  City  in  the  Nation  were 
SFPUC  General  Manager  Susan 
Leal  and  Airport  Director  John  L. 
Martin.  The  new  projed  coinddes 
with  the  award  of  a  major  national 
environmental  management  award 
to  San  Frandsco  International  Air- 
port for  its  sustainability  program 
and  environmental  practices. 

"This  major  solar  energy  project 
further  establishes  San  Francisco  as 
America's  solar  energy  leader  and 
symbolizes  the  commitment  of  the 
City  -  and  San  Frandsco  Interna- 
tiona! Airport  -  to  leading  the  way 
on  renewable  energy  generation 
and  reduction  of  greenhouse  gas 
emissions,"  said  Mayor  Newsom. 

The  Terminal  3  solar  energy  sys- 
tem will  provide  enough  electric- 
ity for  ail  the  daytime  lighting 
needs  within  the  Terminal  3  (with 
excess  power  to  spare)  and  is  esti- 
mated to  generate  a  yearly  energy 
saving  of  628,000  kUowatt  hours 
(kwhr),  or  enough  energy  to  power 
roughly  300  homes.  Approxi- 
mately 7,200  tons  of  Carbon  Diox- 
ide over  a  30  year  period  will  be 
saved  by  utilizing  this  totally 
"green",  non-polluting  electrical 
generating  means  versus  typical 
generating  methods  requiring  fos- 
sil fuels. 

The  $5.5  million  cost  of  the 
project  was  paid  for  by  the  SFPUCs 
Power  Enterprise,  which  is  pro- 
jected to  install  over  1 , 1  megawatts 
(1,100  kilowatts)  this  year  of  solar 
power  to  help  meet  the  City  of  San 
Francisco's  munidpal  power  re- 
quirements. The  SFPUC  is  also  eli- 
gible to  receive  a  $1 .2  million  Cali- 
fornia State  rebate  upon  commis- 
sioning of  this  new  photo-voltaic 
(PV)  solar  system. 

"This  joint  SFO/SFPUC  project  is 
a  great  example  of  City  depart- 
ments working  together  to  support 
the  City's  'Clean  Eiiergy  Qean  Air' 
policy  to  move  the  City  towards  a 
cleaner  and  more  effident  energy 
system  based  on  increased  renew- 
able electricity  and  energy  effi- 
dency"  said  SFPUC  General  Man- 
ager Susan  Leal. 

The  new  SFO  Terminal  3  solar 
project  comes  as  Airports  Council 
International-North  America 
(ACI-N  A)  names  San  Francisco  In- 
ternational Airport  as  winner  of 
this  year's  Environmental  Manage- 
ment Award  for  SFO's  Environ- 
mental Sustainability  Program. 
The  award   recognized  the 


Airporfs  commitment  to  support- 
ing the  City  and  County  of  San 
Frandsco's  goal  of  obtairiing  envi- 
ronmental sustainability  and  to 
reduce  emissions,  save  energy,  im- 
prove water  quality,  preserve  natu- 
ral resources,  and  minimize  waste 
at  the  Airport. 

Specifically  noted  in  the  award 
were,  "a  pilot  program  with  Vir- 
gin Atlantic  to  tow  departing  air- 
craft part-way  to  the  runway,  400 
Hz  power  and  pre-conditioned  air 
at  many  gates,  conversion  of  air- 
port shuttles  to  bio-diesel  fuel,  in- 
stallation of  solar  panels,  and  a 
solid  waste  minimization  and  re- 
cycling program." 


"It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  re- 
ceive this  award  from  such  a  pres- 
tigious organization,"  said  Airport 
Director  John  L.  Martin.  "And 
while  we  are  proud  of  our  achieve- 
ments in  this  arena,  everyone  at 
SFO  is  committed  to  'raising  the 
bar'  even  further  and  doing  what- 
ever is  possible  to  ensure  that  SFO 
is  recognized  as  the  'greenesf  in- 
ternational airport  in  the  world." 

This  is  the  second  solar  system 
at  the  Airport.  In  September  2001, 
a  20kw  system  was  installed 
upon  the  Engineering  Building. 
The  system  has  been  nmning  ever 
since  with  savings  of  nearly 
150,000  kwhr. 


Identifying  and  PreventingElder  Abuse

How  much  do  you  know  about 
the  "hidden  problem"  of  elder 
abuse?  What  are  the  signs  of  elder 
abuse?  If  you  know  someone  who 
is  experiencing  elder  abuse,  what 
should  you  do? 

According  to  the  Institute  on  Ag- 
ing in  San  Frandsco,  for  every  case 
of  deteded  or  suspected  elder  abuse 
that  is  reported,  approximately  five 
other  cases  are  not  reported.  The  In- 
stitute on  Aging  offers  information 
on  elder  abuse  and  counseling  ser- 
vices for  elder  abuse  victims. 

According  to  tiie  Institute  on  Ag- 
ing, elder  abuse  can  take  many 
forms. 

Physical  abuse  indudes  hitting, 
pulling  hair,  various  forms  of  as- 
sault, inappropriate  physical  or 
chemical  restraint,  and  sexual  as- 
sault. 

Psychological  abuse  consists  of 
the  infliction  of  mental  anguish  by 
threatening,  intimidating,  or  hu- 
miliating an  older  person. 

Neglect  is  the  failure  to  provide 
basic  care  or  necessities  -  fcxxl,  doth- 
ing,  medicine,  and  helping  devices 
-  to  frail  or  impaired  individuals  by 
those  who  are  responsible  for  do- 
ing so. 

Finandal  exploitation  consists  of 
stealing  money  and  valuables,  the 
misappropriation  of  money  or 
property  often  committed  by  per- 
sons who  are  in  positions  of  trust.

*Unfavorable  attitude  toward 
older  adults  (ageism) 
^Disbelief  "It's  not  my  business" 
*Lack  of  knowledge  about  signs  of

"Reluctance  or  fear  of  confronting 
the  offender 

"Fear  of  jeopardizing  relationship 
with  person  or  person's  family 

'Mistreated  person  requests  that 
abuse  not  be  reported  (the  victim 
t)elieves  that  he  or  she  is  somehow 
at  fault;  innate  distrust  of  authori- 
ties; fear  of  institutionalization) 


Elder  abuse  can  be  reported  to  tfie 
Adult  Protective  Services  of  San 
Francisco's  Department  of  Human 
Services.  All  calls  to  report  elder 
abuse  are  strictly  confidential,  ac- 
cording to  Mary  Counihan,  Direc- 
tor of  Adult  Protective  Services.  She 
assures  callers  that  any  information 
regarding  immigration  status  will 
not  be  disdosed  to  immigration  au- 
thorities 

Counihan  said  tiiat  the  type  of  ser- 
vice a  victim  of  elder  abuse  receives 
from  Adult  Protective  Services  is 
voluntary,  and  is  an-anged  between 
theelder  abuse  victim  and  the  coun- 
selor at  Adult  Protective  Services.

History  of  a  History  Prpiect 

In  June  of  2003,  Judith  Williams 
Sandoval  initiated  an  oral  history 
project  in  Visitacion  Valley, 
Named  "Cirle  of  Elders,"  the 
project's  aim  was  to  gather  oral 
histories  from  Valley  residents  in 
order  to  preserve,  celebrate  and 
share  the  common  experience  of 
living  here.  Oral  histories  and 
historic  photographs  were  col- 
lected, A  remarkable  video  was 
produced  that  reflcets  the  com- 
mon heritage  of  Valley  neigh- 
bors. In  June  2004,  the  commu- 
nity was  treated  to  the  Circle  of 
Elders  event  held  at  the  John 
King  Senior  Center,  where  over 
a  hundred  people  enjoyed  the 
historical  picture  display  and  the 
video  presentation. 

The  interest  and  enthusiasm  gen- 
erated by  this  project  inspired  an 
interest  in  continuing  the  collec- 
tion historic  photos  and  memora- 
bilia, and  especially  in  gathering 
more  memories  of  the  people  who 
live  in  Visitadon  Valley  and  so  the 
Visitacion  Valley  History  Project 
(WHP)  was  formed. 

With  the  wealth  of  pictures  and 
history  that  had  been  collected, 
the  group  decided  to  produce  a 
group  for  Arcadia  Publishing's 
Images  of  America  series,  and  San 
Francisco's  Visitacion  Valley  was 
issued  in  late  2995. 

Since  the  objective  of  WHP  is 
to  make  neighborhood  history  ma- 


terial accessible  to  the  community, 
and  space  in  our  library  may  be 
the  way  to  accomplish  this,  we 
have  decided  to  donate  all  pro- 
ceeds from  our  book  sales  to  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Library  fund.  We 
also  have  used  book  sales  at  the 
Leland  Avenue  sidewalk  sales  and 
at  the  Street  Fair.

ClarefKe  Wikse  was  bom  in  October  1912,  At  the  time  his  parents 
settkJ  in  Visitacion  Valley,  there  were  only  three  houses  and  a  brewery 
here.  In  1 91 8.  the  family  moved  aaoss  the  bay  to  live  in  Alameda  for 
about  six  months  To  make  this  move,  they  used  Tommy  Towns'  house

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Flushing  Cat  Litter 

Dear  EarthTalk:  How  is  it  that 
flushing  cat  litter  down  the  toilet  has 
negatively  affected  sea  otters?  What 
is  Uie  responsible  way  to  dispose  of 
cats'  waste?  -Margo  Boss,  San 
Dim  as,  CA 

According  to  Dr.  Melissa  Miller 
of  the  California  Department  of  Fish 
and  Game,  cat  feces  can  contain 
Toxoplasma  gondii,  a  parasite  that 
gets  into  feline  systems  from  the 
eating  of  infected  rodents,  birds  or 
other  small  animals.  When  cats  later 
expel  these  parasites  in  their  drop- 
pings—sometimes hundreds  of 
millions  at  a  time— each  can  survive 
in  soil  for  over  a  year  and  also  con- 
taminate drinking  water. 

Most  municipal  sewage  treatment 
systems  are  not  designed  to  filter 
out  Toxoplasma,  and  so  the  para- 
sites also  ^t  into  storm  drains  and 
sewage  outflows  that  carry  them 
out  to  near-shore  ocean  waters. 
Here,  researchers  have  found,  sea 
otters  prey  on  mussels,  crabs  and 
other  filter  feeders  that  can  concen- 
trate Toxoplasma.  Hundreds  of  sea 
otters  have  been  found  dead  on 
California  beaches  in  recent  years 
with  no  obvious  external  injuries, 
and  Miller  and  other  scientists  think 
that  Toxoplasma  may  be  the  cause. 

There  are  other  possible  culprits, 
loo,  including  toxic  algae  blooms 
caused  by  urea,  an  ingredient  in  fer- 
tilizer, and  the  plethora  of  other 
man-made  pollutants  that  end  up 
in  ocean  waters.  But  California's  leg- 
islature last  year  nonetheless  passed 
a  bill  to  protect  sea  otters,  in  part  by 
requiring  that  all  cat  litter  sold  in  the 
state  carry  a  warning  label  advising 
cat  owners  to  not  flush  cat  litter  or 
dispose  of  it  in  storm  drains. 

Toxoplasma  can  also  cause  health 
problems  for  people,  especially 
those  with  compromised  immune 
systems  (such  as  AIDS  patients). 
While  not  typically  fatal  in  humans. 
Toxoplasmosis,  as  the  disease  is 
called,  can  also  cause  birth  defects, 
blindness  and/or  brain  damage  in 
children  bom  to  infected  mothers. 

TTie  best  way  to  avoid  the  infec- 
tion is  to  use  plastic  gloves  when 
changing  the  litter  box  and  to  wash 
hancb  thoroughly  afterwards.  It  is 
also  advisable  to  stay  away  from 
raw  or  undercooked  meat  and  un- 
cooked or  unwashed  vegetables 
that  may  have  been  contaminated 
by  manure  (although  felines  are  the 
parasites'  primary  host,  other 
warm-blooded  aiumals  and  birds 
can  also  be  carriers).  Toxoplasmo- 
sis doesn't  normally  spread  from 
person  to  person  (with  the  excep- 
tion of  pregnant  women,  who  can 
pass  it  on  to  their  fetuses),  but  in  rare 
instances  it  has  contarrunated  blood 
transfusions  and  organs  donated 
for  transplantation. 

So  what's  a  resfwr^sible  cat  ovmer 
to  do  about  dumping  the  contents 
of  their  cat's  litter  box?  According 
to  Dr.  Patricia  Conrad,  a  veterinar- 
ian and  parasitologist  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  at  Davis  who  has 
studied  Toxoplasma  contamination 
in  sea  otters,  cat  owners  can  start  by 
keeping  their  cats  inside,  where 
they  are  not  able  to  hunt  the  small 
animals  that  can  pass  Toxoplasma 
along  to  them  in  the  first  place.  (Bird 
lovers  have  been  requesting  this  for 
years.) 

Those  cat  owners  unwilling  to 
keep  their  cats  inside  should  do 
their  part  by  at  least  not  flushing  cat 
litter  or  cat  feces  down  the  toilet.  Cat 
fecal  material  should  be  placed  in 
double  plastic  bags  and  included  in 
the  household  trash.  As  such  it  will 
end  up  in  the  landfill  where  precau- 
tions are  taken  to  prevent  environ- 
mental contamination.

Dear  EarthTalk  How  can  we  get 
schools  to  offer  healthier  and  more 
eco-friendly  cafeteria  food  to  our 
kids?  1  don't  have  time  to  bag  a 
healthy  lunch  every  day.  -Leslie

Now  that  many  schools  have 


stopped  selling  sodas  and  other 
unhealthy  vending  machine  items 
to  their  students,  improving  the  nu- 
tritional quality  of  cafeteria  food  is 
on  the  agenda  of  many  pcirents  and 
school  administrators.  And  luckily 
for  the  environment,  healthier  food 
usually  means  greener  food. 

Some  forward-thinking  schools 
are  leading  the  charge  by  sourcing 
their  cafeteria  food  from  local  farms 
and  producers.  This  saves  money 
and  also  cuts  back  on  the  pollution 
and  global  warming  impacts  asso- 
ciated with  trai\sporting  food  long 
distances.  And  since  many  local 
producers  are  turning  to  organic 
growing  methods,  local  food  usu- 
^y  means  fewer  pesticides  in  kids' 
school  lunches. 

Alarmed  by  childhood  obesity 
statistics  and  the  prevalence  of  un- 
healthy foods  offered  to  students  in 
schools,  the  Center  for  Food  and 
justice  (CFJ)  in  2000  spearheaded 
the  national  Farm  to  School  lunch 
program.  The  program  connects 
schools  with  local  farms  to  provide 
healthy  cafeteria  food  while  also 
supporting  local  farmers.  Partici- 
pating schools  not  only  obtain  food 
locally,  they  incorporate  nutrition- 
based  curriculum  and  provide  stu- 
dents with  learning  opportunities 
through  visits  to  the  local  farms. 

Farm  to  School  programs  now 
operate  in  19  states  and  in  several 
hundred  school  districts.  CFJ  re- 
cently received  significant  support 
from  the  W.K.  KeUogg  Foundation 
to  expand  the  program  to  more 
states  and  districts.  The  group's 
website  (link  below)  is  loaded  with 


resources  to  help  schools  get  started. 

TTie  U.S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture (USDA)  also  runs  a  Small 
Farms/School  Meals  program  that 
boasts  participation  in  400  school 
districts  in  32  states.  Interested 
schools  can  check  out  the  agency's 
"Step-by-Step  Guide  on  How  to 
Bring  Small  Farms  and  Local 
Schools  Together,"  which  is  avail- 
able free  online. 

Other  schools  have  taken  the 
plunge  in  their  own  unique  ways. 
In  Berkeley,  California,  noted  chef 
Alice  Waters  holds  cooking  classes 
in  which  students  grow  and  prepare 
local  organic  fruits  and  vegetables 
for  their  peers'  school  lunch  menus. 
And  as  documented  in  the  film, 


"Super  Size  Me,"  Wisconsin's 
Appleton  Central  Alternative 
School  hired  a  local  organic  bakery 
that  helped  transform  Applelon's 
cafeteria  fare  from  offerings  heavy 
on  meat  and  junk  food  to  predonu- 
nantly  whole  grains,  fresh  fruits  and 
vegetables. 

Of  course,  parents  can  ensure  that 
their  children  eat  well  at  school  by 
forgoing  the  cafeteria  offerings  al- 
together and  sending  their  kids  to 
school  with  healthy  bag  lunches. 
For  on-the-go  parents  unable  to 
keep  up  with  a  daily  lunch  making 
regimen,  innovative  companies  are 
beginning  to  sprout  up  that  will  do 
it  for  you.  Kid  Chpw  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, Health  e-Lunch  Kids  in 
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Fairfax,  Virginia,  New  York  Cit/s 
KidFresh  and  Manhattan  Beadi, 
Califorrua's  Brown  Bag  Natureds 
will  deliver  organic  and  natural 
food  lunches  to  your  kids  for  about 
three  times  the  price  of  a  cafeteria 
lunch.  But  prices  should  change  for 
the  better  as  the  idea  catches  on  and 
more  volume  brings  costs  down.

As  part  of  the  Partnership  for 
Achievement  between  the  City  and 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  (SFUSD),  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom  on  SepL  17  was  joined  by 
Superintendent  Carlos  Garcia,  San 
Francisco  State  University  (SFSU) 
President  Robert  Corrigan,  and  Cali- 
fornia State  University  Board  of  Di- 
rectors Chair  Roberta  Achtenberg  to 
announce  SF  Promise,  a  r>ew  pro- 
gram that  would  guarantee  a  spot  at 
San  Francisco  State  University  for  all 
6th  grade  students  in  our  public 
schools.  SF  Promise  wall  formalize  a 
pathway  to  college  throu^  college 
readiness  activities  for  all  students. 

"All  students  in  San  Frandsco  de- 
serve the  opportunity  to  attend  col- 
lege if  they  choose  to,"  said  Newsom. 
"S.F.  Promise  guarantees  that  stu- 
dents and  farrolies  who  commit  to 


the  program  will  receive  the  fools 
and  supports  to  make  hi^er  edu- 
cation a  reality." 

The  Mayor  announced  his  pro- 
posal to  fund  the  program  using 
unspait  monies  from  ffie  Mayoral 
Election  Campaign  Fund.  Two 
pieces  of  legjsbtion  will  be  submit- 
ted this  week  -  one,  creating  a  spe- 
cial fund  for  SF  Promise,  and  the  sec- 
ond to  amend  the  Mayoral  Election 
Campaign  Fund  ordinance,  allocat- 
ing the  unspent  public  funding  for 
the  current  Mayoral  election  (ap- 
proximately $6  million)  to  the  pro- 
gram. 

The  gocds  of  S.F.  Promise  are  to  in- 
crease state  university  admission  eli- 
gibility and  graduation  rates,  in- 
crease the  number  of  students  who 
receive  post-secondary  education, 
and  increase  the  number  of  students 


who  attend  California  universities 
from  traditionally  underrepresented 
groups. 

"SF  Promise  reinstates  the  concept 
of  college  access  for  all  students," 
said  Achtenberg.  President  Corrigan 
added,  "A  college  education  means 
a  more  competitive  workforce.  Stu- 
dents who  attend  college  are  higher- 
eaming  and  more  productive,  fur- 
thering their  own  economic  health 
and  that  of  the  Qt/s." 

This  level  of  support  v^dll  require 
between  $800  -  $2,300  per  eligible 
student,  per  year.  The  estimate  is  that 
in  the  first  year,  350  6tii  graders  (20 
percent  of  the  approximately  1,735 
ebgible  6th  graders)  will  commit  to 
S.  F  Promise,  at  a  cost  of  $525,000.  The 
goal  is  to  expand  the  program  to  in- 
dude  all  eligible  6th  graders  in  the 
subsequent  years

when  buying  a  car  And  shocking 
as  it  may  sound  having  good  credit 
does  not  automatically  mean  you'll 
get  the  best  deal. 

"You  may  not  want  to  hear  this 
but  the  people  getting  the  best  price 
on  a  car  are  people  with  bad  credit," 
says  ?vlarine.  "TTie  car-buying  expe- 
rience is  desired  to  allow  dealers 
to  make  up  profits  lost  on  bad-credit 
sales  by  making  bigger  profits  on 
good-credit  sales." 

Thafs  why  Marine  stresses  the 
importance  of  understanding 
credit  He  offers  five  key  points  that 
he  thinks  all  consumers  should 
know  before  they  even  consider 
buying  a  new  vehicle: 

1 .  Check  your  credit  report  Most 
credit  reports  contain  inaccurate 
information.  It's  up  to  you  to  cor- 
rect it  —  there's  no  government 
agency  that  requires  ffie  credit  re-  • 
port  compajiies  to  amend  mistakes 
to  your  report. 

2.  Good  credit  meeins  you're  ripe 
for  abuse.  When  you  have  good 
credit,  banks  place  fewer  restrictions 
on  your  loan  and  that  allows  deal- 
ers lo  charge  you  more.  So  it's  cru- 
cial to  know  your  lender's  condi- 
tions on  your  loan  up-front. 

3.  Bad  credit  means  the  bank  pro- 
tects its  money  When  you  have  bad 
credit,  the  bank  places  more  restric- 
tions on  the  loan.  That  gives  deal- 
ers less  wiggle  room  to  add  on  ex- 
tras and  options.  But  bad  credit  still 
means  you  have  fewer  options 
when  borrowing  money. 

4.  Get  pre-approved  before  you 
visit  any  car  dealer.  That  way  you 
know  the  conditions  placed  on 
your  loan  up  front.  Then  the  dealer 
is  forced  to  make  a  deal  that  fits  the 
conditions  outlined  by  thebar\k  — 
again,  eliminating  that  profit 
wiggle  room. 

5.  Have  an  exit  strategy.  Don't  let 
the  lust  for  leather  seats  and  a  pre- 
mium sound  system  melt  your 
brain.  When  buying  a  car,  keep  in 
mind  at  some  point  you'll  sell  that 
car.  So  you  have  to  be  smart.  You'll 
pay  much  more  for  options  than 
you'll  recoup  when  selling  it 
down  the  road. 

Marine  says  he  also  wants  people 
to  know  that  when  it  comes  to  their 
credit,  the  best  thing  they  can  do  is 
pay  their  bills  on  time.  If  they  fall 
behind,  he  wams  them  to  beware 
of  'credit  repair'  scams.  "There  is 
no  such  thing  as  credit  repair,"  says 
Marine.  "These  companies  claim 
they  can  hide  or  remove  negative 
information  from  your  credit  re- 
port, even  if  that  information  is 
true.  But  they  can't.  What's  even 
worse  is  that  after  they've  're- 
paired' your  credit,  your  score 
drops  even  lower  than  before  you 
went  to  them." 

When  it  comes  to  your  credit 
and  buying  a  new  car.  Marine  ad- 
vises consumers  to  be  informed. 
Check  your  credit  score,  get  pre- 
approved  first,  and  plan  your  exit 
strategy.  "A  car  purchase  will  af- 
fect your  economic  life  for  roughly 
three  to  seven  years,"  says  Marine. 
"That's  a  long  time  to  be  stuck  in 
a  bad  deal.  Get  pre-approved."
